| AUGUSTA, Me.—Governor Bar- 
rows on Friday proclaimed Sunday 
last as Lovejoy Sunday “to revere 
the memory” of Elijah Parish Love- 
joy, Colby college graduate, who 
gave his life in martyrdom 100 years 
ago at Alton, Lll., defending the free- 
dom of the press. 

Lovejoy, an editor, was killed by & 
mob as he defended his right to 
conduct an editorial crusade against 
the institution of “human slavery.” 

“Throughout the past century,” 
the goveror said in his proclama- 
tion, “we, the people of this state 
and nation, have enjoyed the unques- 
tioned right to freedom of speech 
and of cpinion, which his (Lovejoy’s) 
noble sacrifice helped to fix into the 
public consciousness.”

"LITTLE DANGER OF 
ELIXIR IN CANADA 


TORONTO, Ont.—Dominion health 
authorities are watching carefully to 
discover any possible importations 
into Canada of the “Elixir” which up 
to the end of last week had caused 
36 deaths. Enquiry at the Toronto 
Branch of the Food and Drugs Divi- 
sion of the Dominion Department of 
Pensions and National Healtn reveals 
no imports up to a few diaye ago and 
in view of the wide search for the 
chemicals, fy agents of the United 
States Food and Drug administra- 
tion, it is nat likely now that any 
bottles of the “Elixir” wili turn up in 
Canada. 

The “Elixir” is a compound con- 
taining the “red dye’ which created 
so much interest early in July and 
was manufactured by a firm in Ten- 
nessee. The first deaths occurred in 
Tulsa, Okla. Nine persons having 
died from this “Elixir’, an immedi- 
ate effort was made to recall] all 
shipments but upwards of 700 bottles 
had been distributed. 

Should any of these bottles have 
got into Canada, it is believed the 
publicity given to the danger will re- 
sult in theit being turned over to 
Government authorities.

fected several million Americans.

and ignoring humane instincts. His 
words were tlearly aimed at Japan, 


-land while he reiterated that American 


is determined to keep out of war, 
yet “we cannot insure ourselves 
against the disasters of war and the 
dangers of involvement.” He sug- 
gested an international “quarantine” 
against nations guilty of violating 
their treaty obligations as a possible 


means of bringing them to their 
senses. 
The intimation that the United 


States might be willing to co-oper- 
ate with foreign powers in such & 
“quarantine” program was received 
with enthusiasm by Englance, France 
and Russia, but fell unpleasantly on 
the ears of the rulers of Germany, 
Italy and Japan. The State Depart- 
ment’s statement, issued after @ 
consultation with the President and 
the Cabinet, pleased the League of 
Nations and further displeased Ja- 
pan. The Secretary of State called 
attention to the fact that Japan had 
violated not only the Nine-Power 
Treaty intended to protect China, 
but also the Kellogg-Briand pact of 
1928 outlawing war 2s an instrument 
of national policy. The Nine-Power 
Treaty was signed in 1923 by te 
United States, Japan, Great Britain, 
China, France, Italy, the Nether- 
lands, Belgium and Portugal and, 
guarantees the independence of 
China and her territorial integrity, 
binds the nine powers to aid her in 
maintaining a_ stable government, 
promises equal commercial oppor- 
tunities, in China for all nations, and 
binds the signatory powers not to 
seek special privileges in China at

[The multiplicity of brands on the 
market proved most confusing to 
the farmer, and many of these were 
s0 similar in analysis that it was a 
toss-up as to which of several would | 
give the best performance in the) 
field. An obstacle to the standardiz- 
ing of analyses throughout the Do- 
minion is the local popular prejudice 
in favour of certain long established 
brands. In British Columbia, for in- 
stance, a 3-10-8 is one of the most 
widely used, yet is not represented 
in any other province. Similarly in 
the Maritimes there are 4-8-7, 5-9-8, 
4-8-13 andi 5-8-12 analyses which are 
confined strictly to that territory. Aj 
4-8-4 used to be the mp seller in 
Nova Scotia but is now superseded 
by 5-10-5 containing the same pro- 
portions of plant food substances 
but in more concentrated form. This 
commendable trend toward higher 
analyses, without sacrificing any 
virtue, is noted algo in the substi- 
tution of 5-9-8 for the 4-8-7, and the 
higher grade ‘costs less per unit. The 
Maritime Fertilizer Council, two 
years ago, showed enterprise and 
sound judgment in adopting the 2- 
12%6, so’ popular in Quebec and On- 
tario, while the Boards of these two 
provinces have given greater promi- 
nence of late to 2-16-6 and 0-16-6, 
the latter a very popular fertilizer 
for fall application to pasture and 
hay lands. 


Members ° of the Eastern Canada 
Fertilizer Association met in Toronto 
recently and struck from the list no 
less than 14 brands which oe) 
justly considered superfluous, Among | 
those deleted was the 2-8-4, the low | 
est grade permissible under the pro- 
visions of the Fertilizers Act, which 
specifies a minimum of 14 total 
units and may soon raise it to 16. 
Under the able administration of G. 
S. Peart, the Fertilizers Act per- 
forms a most useful service to doth 
farmer and manufacturer. 


WEED HITCH-HIKERS 

The popularity of automobile tra- 
vel and the increase in the number 
of transients on railways and high- 
ways ig reflected in the changing 
trend of our introduced weed flora. 
Whereas formerly most new weeds 
were brought in by seed grain and 
railway shipments,’ nowadays some 
are also brought in by means of 
transients’ packs and tourists’ camp- 
ing equipment. Thése will, be found 
to originate in districts along the 
better beaten lines of travel. The 
seeds are usually of the kind that 
are easily carried by clothing and 
bedding. Officials of the Dominion 
Experimental Station at Swift Cur- 
rent, Saskatchewan, have noted _ 
least two important additions to the 
weed flora of that district agin 
ly brought in by these means, downy | 
brome grass and perfoliate pepper- 
grass. 

Downy brome 


grass is a very| 
rapid-growing, profuse-seeding an-| 
nual which was apparently  intro- | 
duced from Europe to Denver, VLolo- 
rado, aS packing material in a ship- 
ment of crockery. It has become a 
serious range pest in the. North- 
western States, British Columbia and 
Alberta and is now invading south- 
ern Saskatchewan. Infestations have 
been found in tourist camps and in 
spots along the railroad and high- 
ways where transients congregate, 
the easily ghattered heads and the 
awns making it very easily trans 
ported by packs, tents or bedding. 
These awns also make it very ob- 
noxious to livestock by irritating the 
mouth and gums in the same manner 
as wild barley. Downy brome gras) 
is of very meagre forage value, and 
its light, feathery heads constitute a 
serious fire hazard.

It is suggested that tourist camps 
and transients’ haunts be closely 
watched to prevent further ingress of 
undesirable plants which may be 
hitch-hiking into our farms and 
ranch lands.

The World. of of Wheat

“What causes the occasional wide 
fluctuations with wheat prices? Is 
it supply, or demand, or money, or 
is it the speculators with their buy- 
ing and selling?” a friend recently 
asked. -" 

All these things, of course, have 
some effect upon price. Speculation 
in itself, however, has the smallest 
effect of any—an effect certainly 
very much less than most people be- 
lieve. 

The real villain that brings about 
the great price fluctuations, as for 
instance from $1.12 to $2.90 that 
occurred with wheat at Liverpool 
from 1914 to 1921, and from $2.90 
in 1921 to 71 cents in 1931, is WAR! 

In the past 500 years there have 
| been y three great World. Wars: 
The inty Years War in Germany 
from 1618 to 1648, the Napoisuaic 
| Wars from 1795 to 1815, and the re- 
cent Great War from '1914 to 1918. 

The price of wheat during each of 
these Wars rose to a peak of three 
times itS pre-war point, and then 
| fell in post-war years to a figure 
|much lower than that pre-war point. 
It has always been the same, ané 
no doubt ever will be, but only when 
| War occurs. The only way to stop it 
{all is to do away with WAR itself. 


Following factors have tended to 
raise price.

—Rain badly needed in Angentina— 
Crop deterioration in New South 
Wales and Victoria—England buys 
US. spring wheat—Spain again buys 
wheat on the Continent—Argenuna 
wheat production indicated around 
only 220 million—Sugar cane condi- 
tion below normal in South Africa.

wheat—Continued slow demand from 
importing deficit areas.
